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EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312.

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview 
with Mr. J. Lanny Tucker on March 09, 2009. 

The application has been amended as follows: 

In claim 22, line 3, delete " layer " and insert ~ coating -- in its place. 

In claim 24, line 41 directly following the term 3, insert - - wherein either: the 
component (ii) comprises two SH groups and one non-aromatic C-C double bond per 
molecule; or the component (ii) comprises one SH group and two or more non-aromatic 
C-C double bonds per molecule - -. 

In claim 27, lines 2-4, delete " at least one compound selected from : 2-thio(4- 
ethenyl)benzyl-4,6-dimercapto-1,3,5-triazine, 2,4-di-thio(4-ethenyl)benzyl-6,mercapto- 
1,3,5-triazine, and ". 

2. Claims 1-2, 5-6, 10-19 and 22-28 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Okamoto et al. (US Patent 5,284,735) disclose a photopolymerizable 
composition useful for forming the photosensitive layer of a photosensitive printing 
plate, wherein the photopolymerizable composition comprises a compound of formula: 
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SH 

However, Okamoto et al. do not teach a component with two -SH groups and 
one non-aromatic C-C double bond per molecule or a component with one -SH group 
and two or more non-aromatic C-C double bonds per molecule, as in claim 1 of the 
instant application. 

Okamoto et al. fail to teach a compound with -SH groups which comprises a 
heterocylic ring selected from the group consisting of 1 ,3,5-triazine-2,4-diyl and 1,3,4- 
th iad iazole-2 ,5-d iyl , as in claim 13 of the instant application. 

Okamoto et al. fail to teach a compound with -SH groups which comprises a 
heterocylic ring selected from the group of 1 ,2,4 - triazole and 1 ,3,5 - triazole, as in 
claim 26 of the instant application. 

There is no prior art teaching that would motivate one of ordinary skill in the art to 
modify Okamoto et al. in order to obtain the radiation-sensitive coating for lithographic 
printing plate of the instant application.
